This transfer of more than 100,000 ma- 


jority from states east to states and ter- 
ritories west cf the JJiBBiPSippimusthave 
treatly weakened tbe republiuan party in 
tbe older states, it tbat party had dot 
gained from the democracy. Yet it is 
substantially as strong in the northern 
states east ot tbe Mississippi as it was 
when Qarflold was elected, It haa main- 
tained ita strength, too, iu spico of a di- 
version of msny thousand republican 
votes to prohibition tickets. The duu-

rears of rout ai might be found excessive. 
He slated that thc amendment did not 
Dlrilccat Ihe Asbbourno net. He did not 
dosire'..o stop its operations. Ho objected 
to the bill bccnuso ho bcliuvcd L!IO Uovcrn- 
ment ought to havo asked instead for a 
llrr.ltud p-rixuL to cimbllj it to continue tho 
operations ot tlie Aslibourno act until 
spring when Parliament could consider 
the wholo manor.

NATURAL-SOAP MINES. 


The Mineral ArtlcloIi-ouiKl in Ntvmltt, TJn- 


Isotii ami "Wyoming:. 


In Nevada are several deposits of mir.- 


eral soap, says the Terrtlnrlal jElito-prtse. 
Ono of these 1ms been worked-for three or 
four years. Tho soap is sometimes made 
up into cakes as it comes from tho mine, bat 
usually it is tor.cd down by admixture with 
various other soaps. In Dakota and Wyo- 
ming aro also deposits of natural soap. In 
regions where soda, bovax and mineral oils, 
abound it ia only necessary to bring these 
ingredients together and a soap mine is tho 
result. Hot springs assist very materially 
in uniting and concentrating- tho materials 
provided by nature. Tho aoap found about 
hot springs is, therefore, generally harder 
nnd more perfect than that produced in tho 
dry way in and about 'the basins of extinct 
lakes. The waters of Oivena and Mono 
lakes are so thoroughly saturated with 
borax and soda ia solution that the addition 
of any oleaginous matter produces soap. 
The waters of Mono lake produces myriads 
ol jjrubs (lhat after a time become flies), 
which are waslied ashore, and in some 
places form beaches a foot or two in depth. 


Tho oily mattci- contained in the grubs or 


flies uniting witii the alkali in the water of 
tho lake forms a deposit of soap an inch or 
two ic thickness each year. 
Thus in the 


course of ages a deposit of natural soap of 
great depth has been built up on the cast 
side of the alkali lakes where the worms are 
stranded—tho prevailing winds being from 
the west. These peculiar grubs are tho 
Only living thing found in tho waters ol 
Mono and Owen la",;es. 
A: certain seasons 


on inscctiferousduck, ealled the spoon-bill, 
frequents these lakes, and feeding upon tho 
aouatic f.ies ami grubs becomes so fat that 
it can hardly fly. Hunters kill these spoon- 
bill ducks for their oil, as tho grub on wllieh 
tney feed imparts to them a fishy taste so 
strong that they can not be eaten—except 
by Indians—who eat both worms and 
ducks. Ducks lolled by hunters and lost 
are sometimes found in tho waters of tho 
lake. All tho feathori arc eaten oft tbe fowl 
by tho alkaline solution, and the 
layer 


Of fat beneath, the skin (an inch in tliick- 
noss) is found to be changed to soap, hard 
as the best eastilo and beautifully wuite.
